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Divinity School of the Pacific 


Shires Hall, $460,000 Library, Complete; Chapel Being Expanded 


For more than a year, seminari- 
ans at the Church Divinity School 
of the Pacific in Berkeley, California 
have been attending classes with the 
sounds of hammers, the shouts of 
workmen and the noise of trucks 
ringing in their ears. 

The first project in a proposed 
four million dollar development 
program was finished in November: 
the $460,000 library, Shires Hall. As 
soon as the books were moved, reno- 
vation of the old library began in 
order to expand the present chapel. 
Shires Hall was dedicated last 
month. 

Work on the new chapel is ex- 
pected to be completed this spring. 
By joining these two buildings to- 
gether—the chapel and the old li- 
brary—the capacity of the chapel 
will be increased from about 100 to 
175. The sanctuary and altar will 
be in the center with the seminari- 
ans sitting in either wing of the new 
building. 


Space for 100,000 Books 

The new Shires Hall also houses 
faculty offices and some seminar and 
classrooms. Library facilities have 
been expanded to accomodate 100 
men at tables in the main reading 
room; with one area comfortably 
furnished as a lounge for those who 
wish to smoke. There is space for 
100,000 volumes which gives the 
school space to expand. 

The Rev. Sherman E. Johnson,

tic about the future of the school. 
His vision is a seminary that will 
provide room for 250 men. He sees 
this as gradual growth and he wants 
to make sure that the faculty grows 
along with the physical property so 
that none of the classes will be too 
large. 

CDSP was founded in 1893 and 
lived the first few years of its life 
in San Mateo, south of San Fran- 
cisco. It moved to that city and op- 
erated where the School of the Pro- 
phets is now held beside Grace 
Cathedral. The next move was to 
its present site in Berkeley, a block 
from the University of California 
campus. 

When Dean Johnson came to 
CDSP from Episcopal Theological 
School, Cambridge, in 1950, he 
found the seminary already begin- 
ning its growth. He succeeded the 
Rt. Rev. Henry S. Shires when the 
latter was elected Suffragan Bishop 
of California. 


There were 67 seminarians then; 
with three buildings in use. Since 
then the school has bought almost 
all the property in a city block and 
has converted four fraternity houses 
into dormitories. 

Because it is the only Episcopal 
seminary west of the Rockies, the 
school draws the majority of its 
students from the Eighth Province. 
However all provinces are repre- 
sented among the seminarians, as 
well as three overseas missionary 
districts. 

The Eighth Province accepted the 
development program two years ago 
and fund drives started in January 
in the different dioceses and dis- 
tricts. Each has accepted a definite 
share in the program. The Dean also 
expects to reach out into other prov- 
inces before the program is over 
so that all Episcopalians may have 
a chance to help in the building of 
this school. 


Scholars on Staff 

As the student body has grown, 
so has the faculty and today CDSP 
has an outstanding group of schol- 
ars on its staff. Dean Johnson is a 
professor of New Testament; the 
Rev. Dr. Massey H. Shepherd, Jr. 
and the Rev. Samuel M. Garrett 
are professors of church history; 
the Rev. Dr. Robert N. Rodenmayer 
is professor of Pastoral Theology; 
and the Rev. Dr. Charles H. Whis- 
ton is professor of Systematic The- 
ology and the Rev. Greer M. Tay-

lor is the assistant professor. 

Others on the faculty include the 
Rev. Dr. James B. Pritchard, a re- 
nowned archaeologist, who is pro- 
fessor of Old Testament; the Rev. 
Dr. Edward C. Hobbs, New Testa- 
ment; the Rev. Dr. Max M. Pearse, 
Christian Education; and the Rev. 
Norman Mealy, instructor in Church 
Music. 

The Rev. Robert N. Fortna heads 
the extension department which op- 
erates in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 
Professors from CDSP go to Los An- 
geles on weekends to lecture. After 
two years there, students take two 
years more in residence in Berke- 
ley. The program is designed for 
older men who are unable financi- 
ally to attend the three years in 
Berkeley. 

While it is difficult to say when a 
program of this scope will be com- 
pleted, the next building planned 
is a dormitory and refectory and it 
will be started whenever funds are 
available. In the meantime, the 
seminary will continue to bend ev- 
ery effort toward filling empty pul- 
pits throughout the land and over- 
seas. 


Canon duBois in South 


The Rev. Canon Albert J. duBois, 
Executive Director of the American 
Church Union, filled a number of 
speaking and preaching engage- 
ments in the South during the 
month of March. Included in the 
itinerary were Canterbury House, 
University of Miami, Miami; the 
Church of the Holy Spirit in West 
Palm Beach; Jupiter, Florida Mis- 
sion of the Good Shepherd; St. Mar- 
tin’s Church, Clewiston; St. Luke’s 
Cathedrai, Orlando; St. Hilary’s and 
St. Luke’s, Ft. Myers; St. John’s 
Cathedral, Jacksonville, with other 
visits in Sarasota, Tampa, Boynton 
Beach, and St. Petersburg Beach. 

Canon duBois said that increased 
interest on the part of Church-nen 
in the Province of the West Indies 
in a desire to work closer with the 
American Church Union on the part 
of these Churchmen dictated the 
wisdom of strengthening the work 
of the American Church Union in 
Florida as liaison. Thus he fulfilled 
several preaching assignments in 
Nassau and vicinity.

Norwalk and Hartford, Conn.; Pe- 
oria, Ill.; Ossining, N. Y., Flushing, 
N. Y., and Clinton, Conn. Diocesan

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Statement On Policy. . 
Board Acts to Uphold 
ACU Unity of Witness 


The primary concerns and interests of the American 
Church Union are in the area of teaching and main- 
taining the sound doctrine of the One, Holy, Catholic 
and Apostolic Church, and in promoting those good 
works which are the inevitable result of devotion to 
these sacred truths. 

Liturgical and ceremonial matters have not been a 
major concern in the development of the program of 
the American Church Union. We esteem the traditional 
ceremonies of the Holy Catholic Church as effective 
means for expressing and teaching Catholic Truth, and 
we long for the greater restoration in the Episcopal 
Church of that beauty of worship which has been the 
inspiration of countless souls through the ages. 

Our national policy in matters ceremonial has been 
to accept the traditions and customs of the parish church 
where we have been privileged to hold services under 
ACU auspices. We caution our regional leaders against 
insisting on ceremonies or customs unfamiliar in the 
parish where ACU services are held, lest our primary 
teaching and evangelistic purposes be obscured. Our 
guide in matters ceremonial is found in the opening 
words of the Preface to the Book of Common Prayer: 

. different forms and usages may without offence be 
allowed, provided the substance of the Faith be kept 
entire... .” 


However, rapid expansion and growth of the ACU 
nationally, and a significant increase in the number of 
local branches and chapters of the ACU, results in the 
entire program being judged by what is observed at a 
local level; therefore we are prompted to set forth the 
following recommendations for the sake of a united 
witness where services are held under ACU auspices. 

1. We urge that Prayer Book services be the norm, 

with such embellishments as are consistent with the 

above mentioned spirit of the Book of Common Prayer, 
and with our Anglican tradition of loyalty to the doc- 
trines of the One, Holy, Catholic and are Church; 
and that the administration of the Holy Communion 
be in the manner prescribed by the Book of Common 

Prayer. 

Where special directions as to posture during the 

service of Holy Communion are the custom of the 
parish, we respectfully suggest that they not be pub- 
lished as of necessity for all persons attending ACU- 
sponsored services, lest offense be given to participants 
from other congregations. 
2. We caution against attempting elaborate cere- 
monies at ACU services without adequate previous 
rehearsal by participants, in order to avoid those dis- 
tractions which detract from the offering of the service 
to the Glory of God and the edifying of the congre- 
gation. 
3. Without passing judgment on parochial customs 
where there is a desire to introduce new rules for 
fasting in preparation for the reception of Holy Com- 
munion, and having in mind the fact that a special 
study of the entire question of fasting discipline is now 
under way by a special committee of the ACU, and 
remembering that the American Church Union has no 
authority for publishing rules about such disciplines 
but only the function of setting forth what “the 
Church says” on the matter, we request that regula- 
tions for fasting, other than those which have been 
the general custom of the Church, not be set forth at 
services under ACU auspices as of authority except, of 
course, where the Ordinary has issued such special 
regulations. 

4. We are aware of the fact that there is a growing 

custom of scheduling evening Celebrations of the Holy 

Communion, based on pastoral considerations con- 

cerned with making it possible for the Faithful to 

receive Holy Communion on Holy Days of Obligation. 

However, we urge that local Branches and Chapters 

continue to give consideration to the appropriateness 

of the traditional Evening Services of the Church as 
acts of witness and worship, and that local leaders

These recommendations have been adopted by the 
Executive Board of the American Church Union with 
the hope of effecting a closer unity in our national wit- 
ness, and with the desire of avoiding local actions or 
innovations which may obscure the primary function of 
teaching sound and saving doctrine and winning souls 
to our Blessed Lord for their nourishment and strength- 
ening in His Holy Catholic Church. 


JOHN DURHAM WING, BISHOP, R. I. P. 


The Rt. Rev. John Durham Wing, Retired Bishop of 
South Florida, departed this life on Monday, February 
29, in Orlando, Florida. Bishop Wing was a staunch 
and convinced Catholic-minded Churchman and a sup- 
porting member of The American Church Union from 
the days of its organization. In the years of his Episco- 
pate, the strength of the Diocese of South Florida in- 
creased three-fold. He was a loving, pastoral Father in 
God to his clergy as well as to the laity. He often ex- 
pressed surprise over the fact that there should be any 
hesitation on the part of his brethren to support the 
one instrument working in the American Church for 
the furthering and maintenance of the Catholic Revival. 

We shall miss John Durham Wing in the Church 
Militant here in Earth but we are confident of his con- 
tinued support and intercession before the Throne of 
God as he goes from strength to strength in the life of 
perfect service in the Heavenly Kingdom. May his soul 
and the souls of all the Faithful Departed through the 
mercy of God rest in peace. 


April Is Bargain Month: 
Subscriptions Up May 1 

Special consideration was given to prevailing sub- 
scription rates of The American Church News by the 
Publications Committee of the Executive Board at its 
February meeting. In the first year of this expanded 
and expanding monthly, as well as in the years of its 
predecessor, The ACU News, the magazines were looked 
upon largely as organizational news media, and a large 
share of their cost was met by the general ACU pro- 
gram. In this light officers were content to distribute 
the News through the first year at cost or even less 
than cost in a new program of winning friends and in- 
fluencing people. 

Because the total of subscriptions to The American 
Church News, apart from memberships in the ACU, is 
rapidly increasing so that it soon will equal distribution 
of the magazine to members, officers declared that a 
more realistic approach was in order, including an in- 
crease in the subscription and bundle rates.

A motion was introduced and passed unanimously that the 
subscription rate of The American Church News be increased to 
$3.00 per year, that single copies be increased to 25 cents and 
that the price on copies in bundles be raised to 18 cents per 
copy.

Many periodicals derive a substantial part of their 
revenue from advertising but such is not the case, as 
yet, with The American Church News. However, we 
rejoice in what seems to be increased favor among our 
readers and advertisers, all of whom will appreciate 
the fact that the News is still low in price in com- 
parison with other magazines of the Church. At the 
moment no increase in advertising rates is contemplated 
nor will there be any immediate change in member- 
ship dues.

ACU MISSIONS SUPPORT: 
The Executive Board, at its 
February meeting in New 
York City, noted that nearly 
$13,000 was raised through the 
work of the “‘Speaker’s Bur- 
eau” of the American Church 
Union from Oct. 1, 1959, to 
Feb. 1, 1960, with the cooper- 
ation of Branches and Chap- 
ters all over the cuuntry, for 
the support of overseas mis- 
sionary work. In addition $1,- 
000 was made available for 
home missionary work and the 
ACU was able to be of assis- 
tance to several parishes and 
missions in their efforts to 
raise funds for building proj- 
ects. Thus the ACU record con- 
tinues—far more than a tithe 
for others in relationship to 
money spent on its own pro- 
gram. 











ing with key subjects which the 
writer feels ought to be brought to 
the attention of the entire Church. 
A prize of $25 has been offered for 
the best paper.

The background for the produc- 
tion of the first Tract for Our Times 


on the seminaries and the Church’s 
Faith has been explained by Arch- 
deacon Saunders as arising out of 
the fact that increasing numbers of 
the laity have expressed concern 
over the fact that many recent grad- 
uates of some of our Church sem- 
inaries seem to exhibit little evi- 
dence of an understanding of the 
historic faith of the Church and do 
not seem to have the strong positive 
convictions necessary for effective 
leadership and teaching. The Chair- 
man said that a preliminary survey 
of the situation shows i1 some of 
our seminaries textbooks from Prot- 
estant denominations are substi- 
tuted for Anglican materials even 
in courses on Doctrine. There are 
instances where nearly all the re- 
quired books for a seminary stu- 
dent during an entire year are by 
Protestant denominational writers 
rather than by Churchmen and that 
there are situations where key 
courses are being taught by recent 
converts from Protestant de10mina- 
tions who have not themselves at- 
tended a seminary of the Episcopal 
Church and exhibit but little inter- 
est in the Faith. 


HERESIES ARE EVIDENT 

It was reported that a preliminary 
survey of some of the Protestant 
textbooks currently being used in 
certain seminaries of the Church in- 
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dicates these weaknesses and here- 
sies: one leaves the factual truth of 
the Christian Religion in doubt; one 
stresses that no one really under- 
stood the cardinal tenets of the 
Christian Religion until Luther (not 
even Paul!); one treats the historic 
existence of Jesus Christ in the 
flesh as irrelevant; another treats 
the Virgin Birth of Christ, His Bod- 
ily Resurrection, His Deity, His 
Atoning Sacrifice and His Pre-exis- 
tence as mythology. 

Archdeacon Saunders explained 
that the method of dealing with this 
subject would be the preparation of 
a positive statement about the rela- 
tionship between Church seminaries 
and the Church and the responsi- 
bilities of seminaries to the Church. 
There would be an analysis of re- 
quired and recommended reading 
in Church seminaries, a study of 
the relationship between the funda- 
mental doctrines in the Protestant 
denominational textbooks currently 
being used and the historic Catho- 
lic Faith recommendations for im- 
proving the situation. 


WHAT ABOUT THE ORTHODOX? 

In quite a different vein a priest 
of our Church who has now been 
received into one of the Orthodox 
Churches calls attention to the fact 
that whereas under the provisions 
of existing Canon 36, we ordain men 
from the Protestant denominations, 
apart from firm commitment to the 
Catholic and Apostolic Faith, to 
minister as priests of good standing 
in this Church and to remain in 
their own Church and, whereas in 
the many so-called “Federated Par- 
ishes” in the American Episcopal 
Church where Episcopal priests are 
allowed to function to all intents 
and purposes as Protestant minis- 
ters without losing their status as 
priests of this Church, we take dras- 
tic action against those who leave 
us to exercise their priesthood with- 
in the Orthodox Churches of the 
East. The priest writes: 


“Thad hoped, since I was a priest 
in good standing, that my Bish- 
op would find a way of making 
me non-parochial. He himself 
wanted to find another way. 
However, the latest Living 
Church indicates that I have 
been deposed for renunciation 
of the ministry. On the other 
hand, it seems that some of our 
Episcopal clergy can minister 
to Baptists, Congregationalists, 
and Presbyterians, without be- 
ing deposed. I could never re- 





ABOUT FINANCES: Special at- 
tention was given to financial 
matters at the February meeting 
of the Executive Board of the 
American Church Union. Clif- 
ford H. Ramsdell, Chairman of 
the ACU Finance Committee, 
assisted by members of his com- 
mittee, the Rev. Osborne R. 
Littleford, of Baltimore, and 
Stuart Casper, of Syosset, L. L., 
brought many details to the at- 
tention of the board. It was 
pointed out that cuts in the cur- 
rent budget during the next few 
months can only be avoided if 
there develops (1) Evidence of a 
greater seriousness of purpose 
on a parish level in promoting 
membership increases through 
the “Operation 300 Plan”; (2) A 
greatly increased response to the 
appeal for direct finacial support 
in the “60 in 60 Plan,” and (3) 
A generous response to the 1960 
Annual Appeal for contributions 
which will be made in May and 
June. It was noted that a great 
deal of the ability to continue 
operating under the current 
budget for the balance of the 
year will depend upon a good 
response to the coin folder dis- 
tribution as an aid to increased 
giving in the Annual Appeal.

Acolyte Services 
Held in N. Y., N. J. 


The largest group of acolytes ever 
to attend the annual service at the 
Church of St. Mary-the-Virgin, 
New York City, participated in a 
service that included Solemn Mass, 
Benediction, and Procession of the 
Blessed Sacrament recently.

Priesthood: ‘A Living Sacrifice’

Suffragan Bishop of Albany 


“T beseech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of God that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy and acceptable unto God, which is your reason- 


able service.”,—Romans 12:1 


The author of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews tells us that the function 
of the priest is to offer sacrifice. 
Whether he is talking about the Old 
or New Testament priesthood makes 
little difference. Priesthood means 
to offer—to make sacrifice. He who 
would make sacrifice must first sac- 
rifice himself. The familar Easter 
hymn, “Christ the victim, Christ 
the priest,’ suggests that he who 
would be a priest must also be a 
victim. So also do the familiar words, 
‘“‘And here we offer and present unto 
thee our selves, our souls and bodies 
to be a reasonable, holy, and living 
sacrifice.” 

A ministry which has as its basic 
concept the idea of self sacrifice 
bears witness to the fact that we 
are one with Christ; it saves us 
from all self-seeking; it keeps us 
from getting in the way of the 
Gospel; it opens new sources of 
power because it is no longer we 
who live but Christ who lives in us; 
it lifts us above our selves and gives 
us an honest enthusiasm for evan- 
gelism and the full mission of the 
Church. 


To Be ‘With Jesus’ 
Episcopalians are naturally re- 
served and so it is difficult to talk

about this kind of a priesthood which 
it has always seemed to me is the 
thing for which Divinity Schools 
stand. True oblation is essentially 
a thing of the spirit, an inner thing. 
It is free from any ostentation. We 
do not say: “Look, see how I’m sac- 
rificing!”” The purpose is not to im- 
press people with our piety but to 
become, using an old phrase, “Other 
Christs” (alter Christus). 

When we have this kind of priest- 
hood, people as a by-product will 
take knowledge that we have been 
with the Lord Jesus. This kind of 
self dying is uncomplaining, must 
appear natural (in the popular sense 
of the word), and is full of joy. 

Some of us who are especially in- 
terested in the Ecumenical move- 
ment think of Apostolic fellowship 
as the great thing; others, more his- 
torically minded, emphasize the 
Apostolic succession, faith, and sac- 
raments of the Episcopal Church. 
Along with Apostolic fellowship and 
faith there is also Apostolic sacri- 
fice. Apostolic sacrifice alone makes 
possible Apostolic love, Apostolic 
enthusiasm, and Apostolic results.

fight and not to heed the 

wounds; to toil and not to seek 

for rest; to labor and not to 

look for any reward save that 

of knowing that we do Thy will 

through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 

Amen. 

The priesthood has many aspects; 
one of them is sacrifice. 

Not long ago we were celebrating 
the Conversion of St. Paul. As a re- 
sult of our increased emphasis on 


Biblical theology, the Apostle’s 
teaching has become increasingly 


important. There are many persons 
who believe that “justification by 
faith” is the only thing he taught. 
An uninterrupted reading of the 
Epistles reveals the idea of the ob- 
lation of self, especially for those 
whose function is in any way Apos- 
tolic, to be essential to what we call 
‘Pauline Doctrine.” 

The concept of self-sacrifice runs, 
like a refrain, through every Epistle. 
Someone who is a better theologi- 
an than I might well do a study 
on St. Paul’s “Theology of Self-Sac- 
rifice.”” So far as I know, no one has 
done this. 

This concept is as basic as “‘justi- 
fication by faith” or St. Paul’s sac- 
ramental theology or his advice to 
young churches. Here are a few ex- 
amples: “I die daily”; “It is no long- 
er I that live but Christ liveth in 
me”; “As sorrowful yet always re- 
joicing, as poor yet making many 
rich, as having nothing yet possess- 
ing all things”; “I keep under my 
body and bring it into subjection”; 
“Set your affections on things above 
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for ye are dead and your life is hid 
with Christ in God,” and, of course 
our text itself. 


Terms of Our Lord 


All this is an expression of our 
Lord’s own terms for discipleship: 
“He that saveth his life shall lose 
it,” “If they have persecuted me 
they will persecute you also,” “The 
good shepherd giveth his life for his 
sheep,” “Rejoice when men perse- 
cute you and despitefully use you.” 

As Episcopalians we have need to 
examine this concept of self-sacri- 
fice. We try hard every year, by 


manipulating statistics, to prove 
that we are “The most rapidly 
growing Church in America.” 


Frankly, I do not believe it! When 
one considers the things for which 
this Church stands, we ought to be, 
but we are not. The world does not 
take our religion seriously because 
we do not take it seriously our- 
selves. 

The small number of born Episco- 
palians who seek Holy Orders and 
the smaller number of both men 
and women interested in the reli- 
gious life tell their own story. By 
their fruits ye shall know them. One 
will find very little of the fruit of 
self-sacrifice on the tree which is 
contemporary Episcopalianism. 

Unless our priesthood is marked 
by a spirit of oblation the world will 
pay little attention to our pro- 
nouncements, however timely; on 
the other hand when the Church 
loses itself in loving concern it then 
may speak with authority. 

We all are familiar with the sorry 
spectacle of parochialism. The lack 
of concern on the part of the aver- 
age layman for missions or social 
service or education is too well 
known. Can it be that this indiffer- 
ence of the laity reflects the indiffer- 
ence of ourselves as priests and 
bishops of the Church?

The Rev. Harry J. Sutcliffe, di- 
rector of the ACU Episcopal Guild 
for the Blind, addressed the Fellow- 
ship of St. Timothy, an organization 
of young adults of the Parish of St. 
John the Evangelist, Montreal, on 
Feb. 7. Under the auspices of B’nai 
B’rith, Father Sutcliffe attended the 
annual Inter-Faith seminar, held at 
Temple Emmanuel in Montreal. 

The Rt. Rev. John Dixon, Bishop 
of Montreal, received the blind 
priest and gave him permission to 
make known the work of the ACU 
for the blind in his diocese. An ad- 
dress before the Shalom Lodge of 
B’nai B’rith, was taped for broad- 
cast on several local Montreal radio 
stations. 

Later in February, Father Sut- 
cliffe appeared on television over 
the Trans-Canada network. The 
Corwall Lodge of B’nai B’rith, to- 
gether with the West End Lodge, 
heard Father Sutcliffe speak on be- 
half of Brotherhood Week. He was 
a guest of Montreal Theological Col- 
lege Feb. 24. He visited with offi- 
cials of the Canadian National In- 
stitute for the Blind, and assisted 
them in several appearances in be- 
half of “White Cane Week” in Can- 
ada. This week is designed to pro- 
mote education regarding blindness.

St. James Church in Cleveland 


For more than 70 years St. James 
Church, Cleveland, has offered the 
ministry of the Church for all who 
would come to this little outpost 
where the fullest expression of 
Catholic devotion and teaching has 
been maintained since its firm be- 
ginnings under the shepherding of 
Bishop William Leonard who dedi- 
cated the present church building 
in 1890. The parish was first organ- 
ized in 1857 during the evangelical 
episcopate of the Rt. Rev. Charles 
MclIlwain, whose hand was heavy 
upon all things and persons sus- 
pected of the taint of Tractarianism. 

It was not until the 1880s that a 
weekly Mass was part of the parish 
schedule, and in 1888, a changing 
neighborhood at Superior and Ala- 
bama streets made a move desir- 
able. About the same time the fail- 
ing health of the diocesan, Bishop 
Gregory Bedell, necessitated the 
election of his successor, Bishop 
Leonard. One of the Bishop’s early 
acts was to establish theological or- 
thodoxy by trying a priest for de- 
nial of the Virgin Birth. This settled 
theological deviation for more than 
40 years in Ohio. 


Full Teaching Launched 


Thus under a new bishop and a 
new rector, nominated to the vestry 
by Bishop Leonard, St. James was 
launched into a thorough-going pro- 
gram of Catholic teaching and prac- 
tice. The Mass immediately became 
the chief act of worship, and was 
offered with the usual lights and 
vestments. Within a year the new 
Rector, Theodore Foote, placed the 
Blessed Sacrament in the taber- 
nacle, and to promote Eucharistic de- 
votion a ward of the Confraternity 
of the Blessed Sacrament was erec- 
ted in 1892 under the title of St. 
James and Our Lady. 

Father Foote remained as rector 
eight years, resigning to go to Bal- 
timore in 1898. He in turn was fol- 
lowed by the Rev. John Staunton, 
who later went to the Philippines 
with Bishop Brent and became the 
founder of the great mission at Sa- 
gada. Father Staunton’s pastorate 
was short, as was that of his suc- 
cessor, Father Charles Schultz. 


Father Guy L. Wallis, formerly on 
the staff at the Church of St. Mary 
the Virgin, New York, came to the 
parish, was made rector in 1902, 


and with exception of a short period 
when he resigned and later re- 
turned his pastorate covered most 
of the period to the end of 1910. 
In his first year he introduced the 
service of Benediction of the Bless- 
ed Sacrament and it has continued 
in regular use for more than half 
a century. 

Father Wallis resigned to under- 
take the cure of St. Paul’s, Staten 
Island, N. Y., and he in turn was 
followed by Father James E. Craig, 
who had been for a number of years 
assistant at the Church of the As- 
cension, Chicago, under Father Lar- 
rabee. Father Craig was killed in a 
railroad acident in 1917 and was 
succeeded for a brief period by 
Father Andrew Chapman. 

In May of 1919 the call was ex- 
tended to Father Vivian Albertus 


Peterson, and he was installed 30

days later. It is interesting to note 
that from the foundation in 1857 to 
1889, a period of 32 years, there 
were eight rectors. From 1890 to 
the present there have been eight. 
In these last 70 years with consis- 
tent teaching, daily Masses, extra 
liturgical devotions, and opportun- 
ity for the whole sacramental life, 
the spiritual life of the congrega-

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tion has not only been enriched but 
has flowered in numerous vocations 
to the priesthood and to the Reli- 
gious Life. Since 1910 twelve sons 
of the parish have received Holy 
Orders and eight women entered 
the religious communities. 


Long An Influence 


The influence that St. James has 
exercised is largely due to the gen- 
erous 41 years that surround the 
rectorship of Canon Peterson. With 
the permission of his vestry, he has 
given largely of his time and sup- 
port to many causes and other in- 
terests. By appointment of the late 
Bishop of Maryland, John Gardner 
Murray, he was one of the clerks 
of Court for the Trial of a Bishop 
in the hearing of the case of Wil- 
liam Montgomery Brown, sometime 
Bishop of Arkansas. He is the sole 
living person officially connected 
with that trial held in Cleveland in 
1924. 

In the diocese of Ohio his respon- 
sibilities have been considerable 
over the years. He was a member of 
the diocesan Council for nine years; 
chairman of the department of 
Christian Social Relations for seven 
years; served as a deputy at the 
General Convention in Kansas City 
in 1940; as an Examining Chaplain 
and an honorary Canon of Trinity 
Cathedral from 1937 to 1944; as a 
member of the Committee on Can- 
ons from 1928 to the present time, 
and as chairman of that body since 
1941. He has been a member of the 
Ecclesiastical Court of the diocese 
for 20 years, and served as a dele- 
gate to the Synod of the Mid-West 
on a number of occasions. 

At the request of Bishop Ivins he 
became a member of the editorial 
committee which produced the first 
edition of the American Missal in 
1931, along with Canon Winfred 
Douglas and Canon Marshall M. 
Day; and in 1944 he was appointed 
an honorary canon at All Saints 
Cathedral, Milwaukee. 

Canon Peterson’s activities in re- 
cent years have involved him in the 
service to Religious in an increasing 
degree. Since 1943 he has served 
the Community of the Transfigura- 
tion as Chaplain General, having suc- 
ceeded the late Bishop Irving John- 
son of Colorado in that office. And 
in 1935 when the first American 
priests went to Nashdom to enter 
the novitiate of the Order of St. 
Benedict he became commissary for 
the American foundation and served 
in that capacity until the American

monks returned and established St. 
Gregory’s Priory, now at Three 
Rivers, Michigan. During this serv- 
ice he produced a small folder quar- 
terly in the interest of the Priory’s 
fund raising, selecting the name, 
Benedicite. From such a modest be- 
ginning came the quarterly now 
published by the community at St. 
Gregory’s. Among the Benedictines 
he wears the proud title of God- 
father. 


Aids Restoring Shrine 


During the 1920’s he became a 
friend of the late Father Alfred 
Hope Patten, who led the restora- 
tion of the ancient shrine of Our 
Lady of Walsingham from the small 
beginnings in 1921 to the magnifi- 
cent shrine of the present time. Not 
only from occasional pilgrimages 
but from his own assistance in 
building interest and support for 
Walsingham he was honored in 
1946 by the College of Guardians 
of the Shrine by election as the first 
American as an honorary Guard- 
ian. One of his notable gifts to the 
shrine was the relic of St. Thomas 
of Canterbury for the Chapel of St. 
Thomas in the pilgrimage Church. 

Over the years Father Peterson 
has served in various capacities in 
the old Catholic Congress and in its 
successor the American Church Un- 
ion. In the early Congresses he had 
much to do with the liturgical so- 
lemnities that marked those gather- 
ings, including the centennial Con- 
gress of 1933 in Philadelphia. From 
1942 to 1946 he was Field Director 


for the American Church Union 
and handled the distribution of the 
paper, The New Start, from his 
office in Cleveland. For a number 
of years he has been an active 
Council member as well as chair- 
man of the ACU Chapter organiza- 
tion in Cleveland. 

In addition to his share in the 
work of the committee which pro- 
duced the first edition of the Amer- 
ican Missal he has published exten- 
sive articles on Canon Law includ- 
ing “The Development of the Canon 
Law since 1500 A.D.” which was 
presented in 1940 for the American 
Society of Church History. 


Century of “Giants” 


Father Peterson grew up in the 
early years of this century when 
there were “giants” in the Episcopal 
Church. The dioceses of the Middle- 
West were governed by bishops of 
great stature, Bishops Grafton and 
Weller in Fond du Lac, Nicholson 
and Webb in Milwaukee, McLaren 
and Anderson in Chicago, John Haz- 
en White in Northern Indiana. “The 
two greatest influences in my life,” 
writes Father Peterson, ‘‘were Bish- 
op Webb, who ordained me (in 
1915) and Edward Allen Larrabee, 
whom I had known in Chicago and 
later as Dean of Nashotah in my 
student days. Both were great 
priests who in their day pleased 
God.” 

Canon Peterson speaks with deep 
appreciation of the several priests 
who have served as assistants dur-

ing the past 40 years. Most of them 
have served through long periods 
and much of the accomplishment 
of the past four decades has been 
possible through their ministries. 
The present assistant, the Rev. Wil- 
liam Edward Smith, is a son of the 
parish who returned to St. James 
in the autumn of 1958. 

In the way of a parish plant St. 
James has a church built in 1890 
and enlarged in 1898. A small hall 
was built in 1894, and a clergy 
house was added in 1956. An ex- 
cellent three-manual baroque organ, 
built in 1938 by Walter Holtkamp, 
provides an unusual musical facet 
for the parish, and St. James enjoys 
a rich Gregorian atmosphere of lit- 
urgical music. 

Like most of the Catholic parishes 
in cities, St. James is located in a 
neighborhood that has seen many 
changes and will see more.

“This Is The Way: Walk Ye In It

“Make religion popular—that is 
what is needed.” “Fill the empty 
churches by providing something 
that all can enjoy.” “Be modern: 
Banish archaic doctrines and prac- 
tices.” “Churches are out of touch— 
especially with the younger genera- 
tion.” “Use language that can be un- 
derstood—the words of the Bible are 
old-fashioned and out of date.” 
“Clergy must be of the people— 
send them to work in factories, 
docks, mines. Let them take a full 
part in the ordinary life and, espe- 
cially, in the political life. Then they 
will understand the working man.” 

These and many assertions like 
them are the cries heard from the 
Press, from speakers, and from 
many writers. Many priests have 
adjusted themselves to the demands 
and now try to make their churches 
places where people will find what 
is usually called modern attrac- 
tions. Films, rock-and-roll services, 
hot dogs and sausage rolls, musical 


and singing programs with coffee 
before and after the services—these 
have crept into the Church of to- 
day. 

Clergy too often are trying to be- 
come one of the crowd, casting off 
the collar which is said to repel the 
ordinary human being rather than 
attract him. Recently at St. Peter’s 
I spoke to a visitor I thought was a 
priest. He turned out to be a Meth- 
cdist minister but he, too, said that 
the spiritual was being drowned 
out by attempts to satisfy the hu- 
man senses. He regretted, he said, 
that his chapel had been turned in- 
to a cinema by a predecessor in an 
attempt to draw children into the 
church. It had become a place of en- 
tertainment rather than a place of 
prayer, he complained. 

Entertainment is the predominant 
word. That is what many a priest is 
setting out to provide—to attract 
folk to “the activities’ and the rest. 
While these have a place in the fam-

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ily life of a parish or mission they 
are not the essentials nor are they 
of the first importance. Recently I 
entered a well-known London 
church only to find a crowd of young 
people sitting before the Altar, 
laughing and joking in a very noi- 
some way and obviously preparing 
for some sort of song in the mod- 
ern beat. 

Was Our Lord Jesus Christ pop- 
ular? The story of His earthly life 
hardly proves that He was. Unac- 
cepted at the beginning, rejected by 
the majority, and put to death at 
the behest and trickery of the re- 
ligious authorities of His day, He 
was aware that many flocked to hear 
His word and to be healed but that 
few remained with Him. Hundreds 
hailed Him on Palm Sunday as King 
only later to ery “Crucify Him!” as 
a criminal. 

His sayings and His way of life 
were hard to accept since they 
meant discipline and_ self-denial. 
Jesus said it was a question of tak- 
ing up a cross daily to follow Him, 
a question of forsaking much of the 
world and its attractions, even one’s 
own relations. The treasure He of- 
fered was a spiritual richness, not 
material gain. To follow in the steps 
of the Master means to live a spir- 
itual life, obeying the commands of 
God. To look to the Church to pro- 
vide a life that is akin to the ordi- 
nary entertainment world is a grave

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mistake since it completely misun- 
derstands what Church life is and 
what it is meant to supply. Our 
Lord is the Head, the Church is His 
Body, and by membership of that 
Body all that God decrees to be es- 
sential for the soul is found within 
it. 

It is necessary today for priests 
of the Holy Catholic Church to say 
boldly, courageously and definitely, 
“This is the Way; walk ye in it. The 
truths as contained in the Creeds, 
the Sacraments of the Church, and 
the practice of the Christian life 
within that Church must not be 
tampered with, cheapened, or vul- 
garized in an attempt to bring peo- 
ple into the four walls of a church. 
To save souls is the work for which 
it was founded. To live the Christian 
life is a hard thing; the road up to 
God is steep and difficult because 
it means rejecting so much that the 
world provides. 

Discipline and order are not pop- 
ular. Churches may be filled by the 
strange ways of priests and the 
stuntery that so many fancy but 
these do not bring souls to God. The 
truths of God remain forever as 
truth and cannot be either watered 
down or adapted to make things 
easier. 

The Church is not out of touch 
since the building is quite the cen- 
tral point of a parish. Everyone 
knows where to go for a Baptism, a 
Churching, a marriage or a funeral. 
But so many reject any idea of 
learning of the Faith or making an 
act of worship. No finer language 
can be found than that contained in 
Holy Scripture, and in expounding 
the Word of God all can learn quite 
easily what it means. Priests must 
not forget that they are especially 
set apart by the fact of their Ordi- 
nation as the chosen agents of God. 
The collar represents their calling 
and should not be hidden or dis- 
carded or despised. 

To go among people dressed as a 
layman is misrepresentation. Caring 
for souls is a full-time job and there 
would not be much time to do other 
work in any field. Church build- 
ings, Moreover, must be respected 
and not misused; they should be re-

vered as Holy Ground, the place 
where God is, the place where the 
Holy Altar is, where the Sacrifice 
for the Salvation of mankind is of- 
fered, where prayer is said, where 
the Sacred Presence of Christ is 
tabernacled, the place where the 
soul finds consolation, by Confes- 
sion and Absolution.

SAINTS ON MAIN STREET by Peter 
Day, The Seabury Book for Lent. 
Seabury Press. $2.50. 


It is pleasant now and then to read 
a book by a fellow-churchman which 
does not present even a shadow of the- 
ological controversy or offer. someone 
a potential quarrel on matters of church- 
manship and yet which still has a good 
deal of worthwhile material in its pages. 
Such a volume is Peter Day’s collection 
of short pieces about the contemporary 
American parish and the people who 
attend it. 

This is a simple, but earnest and 
direct, series of statements aimed almost 
entirely at laymen, urging them to 
wake up again to their true and his- 
toric responsibilities in the Church. It is 
a survey of some of the strange attitudes 
found among the laity of far too many 
parishes—the conception of the Church 
as a place to do things, hold meetings, 
run charity affairs, sponsor Boy Scout 
troops, raise money for plant improve- 
ments and, almost as an afterthought, to 
worship God. 

The obligation of the parish to be a 
true witness to Christian living as a 
matter of course and not as an act of 
defiance or as an inter-racial or inter- 
class experimental station is carefully 
and wisely stressed. In essence, Mr. Day 
points out, this can only be accom- 
plished by the lay members of a parish 
(with the leadership of the clergy to 
be sure) and than only through their 
sane and loving attitude toward all men. 

Though Mr. Day weaves through his 
book a wide variety of subjects, he 
skillfully threads them together through 
the careful use of many of the Prayer 
Book collects. We have become so pas- 
sively familiar with these prayers that 
we often listen to them without hearing 
their message. We can be grateful for 
this reminder of their power and im- 
portance. 

This may not be a major book. It is, 
however, devotional in the neglected

Eccentric people have a way of get- 
ting involved in societies and guilds that 
emphasize’ spiritual healing. Many 
Churchmen, fully aware of the need for 
this ministry, have perhaps tended to 
slight it because of the fads that here 
and there have been associated with it. 
To all such this book, written by a 
leading member of the English Guild of 
St. Raphael, will bring wisdom and re- 
assurance. In 20 brief, readable chapters, 
uncluttered with the jargon of the 
specialist, the author deals with the 
many aspects of healing that demand 
the attention of the parish priest. There 
is nothing new or startling here; just a 
great deal of sanctified common sense 
about health of body and soul, charisma- 
tic gifts of healing, sacraments, prayer 
and intercession guilds, miracles and the 
lack of them, the meaning of suffering, 
and the meaning of death. The spirit 
of the book is well summed up in words 
it quotes from the late Archbishop Lang 
in an address to the Guild of St. 
Raphael in 1936: “I am sure it is by the 
quiet and faithful use of the Teaching 
and Sacraments of the Church that this

great power of Spiritual Healing is best 
realised and exercised. And I believe 
that this Guild—and I wish it could be 
said of all similar organizations—is con- 
tent to work upon these lines. It may be 
less showy, less spectacular, less sensa- 
tional than others, but I am satisfied it 
is working upon the surest lines, and 
likely to produce the truest results.” 

The book can be cordially recom- 
mended to all who are entrusted with 
the cure of souls, and to those who be- 
cause of age or infirmity have a special 
interest in the Christian response to 
sickness.—R. J. B. 


DON’T MISS YOUR CALLING! by (The 
Rev.) Roderick S. French. Green- 
wich: Seabury Press, 1959. Pp. 62. 
95c (paper). 

This booklet may be described as not 
thought out—but not in a bad sense, but 
in the sense that it demands thinking on 
the part of its readers. Fr. French is 
associate secretary of the Youth De- 
partment of the World Council of 
Churches in Geneva. He has directed 
his book to young people (and happily 
written in language they can under- 
stand) and raises the question of Chris- 
tian vocation, pointing out the danger 
many young people are in of missing 
their calling through failure to recognize 
the implications of membership in the 
Church. The author shows considerable 
insight in a number of points: the recog- 
nition that Christianity and American 
democratic culture are not necessarily 
equivalent; the dignity of laypeople as 
the laos of God; the ill effects of “mix- 
ing of roles’—the clergyman’s being ex- 
pected to take a position where a lay- 
man’s witness is the real requisite, or 
a layman’s assuming duties proper to the 
priest; the present “drifting” character 
of youth; the fact that aptitudes are 
guides to vocation, but that sometimes 
God overrules or “reasoning” and calls 
us to some task we seem to have little 
talent for; the fact that the true mean- 
ing of work is today largely lost by 
viewing it as merely a means for mak- 
ing money. These and other points are 
presented in brief chapters followed by 
“topics for discussion,” since the book is 
meant to be used in youth group dis- 
cussions. Many will be suspicious of a 
recommended “mock vestry meeting,” 
and even more uneasy about “quiet mu- 
sic” as an inducement to a short medi- 
tation. Others will regret that the im- 
plications of worship, especially the 
Mass, are not more fully brought out, 
and that there is a tendency, in empha- 
sizing the daily witness of the layman, 
to play down the importance of parish 
activities. On the whole, however, this 
book well fulfills its purpose, and should 
prove most useful in helping young peo- 
ple better to understand their place as 
Christians in society.—Donald L. Irish

“We cannot but wonder when our 
Rectors approach the pulpit that some- 
thing is about to happen. The priest 
knows that a meeting can take place 
through him between God and His 
people. But such a profound expectation 
of preaching contrasts sadly with the 
superficial way in which many persons 
regard it. If there is such a possibility 
in sermons, it is necessary that we un- 
derstand what preaching really is.” 

The rector of Christ Church, Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., in a rare perspective of 
placing the reader as one who receives 
the Word of God, has done a superlative 
job in showing us that in even a sermon, 
the Word of God cannot only be heard 
and felt, but received, inasmuch as we 
also receive the Word of God in Holy 
Communion and in reading the Holy 
Bible. There is an “earnestness” about 
this book, says Bishop Donegan in his 
Foreword to Receiving the Word of God. 
It would be well for us all to consider 
just how important the earnestness of 
this priest is to our beliefs. What sort 
of person do we think Jesus really is? 
What do we think when we turn the 
“India pages” of the Holy Bible? Is it 
really holy, and why? These personal 
questions of Faith and Witness are an- 
swered in simple truth. “Conversion 
hapvens to those who receive the Word 
of God.” Our conversion is a continual 
thing, and “in these days of popular re- 
vivalism it is important to make plain 
that this does not necessarily involve a 
sudden. overwhelming emotion.” Father 
Terwilliger does well to recall us to the 
words John recorded when he said: 
“But to all who received him, who be- 
lieved in his name, he gave power to 
become children of God; who were born, 
not of blood nor of the will of the flesh 
nor of the will of man, but of God.”— 
St. John 1:12-13 RSV. Father Terwilliger 
goes on to say: “It is important that we 
should be present at the time and places 
when the ever-recurring ‘event’ happens 
in the lives of Christians.” 

Next Sunday. or tomorrow. when you 
attend Holy Communion, think for a 
moment at the Consecration with St. 
Thomas, and repeat to yourself, “My 
Lord and My God.” Listen to the words 
and you will find yourself proclaiming, 
silentlv, ard assuredly “JESUS CHRIST 
IS THE WORD OF GOD!’—D. M.

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them. By some selections this reviewer 
was lead to prayer, by others stimulated 
to thought, by yet others goaded to 
action. 

Anthologies composed of short hetero- 
geneous passages from many authors are 
often very unsatisfactory and patchy. 
But here the parts are selected and 
juxtaposed with such skill that the whole 
is coherent and harmonious. The ma- 
terial is grouped under seven weekly 
themes: Penitence, Abstinence, Moral 
Effort, Citizens of the Kingdom, The 
Bread of Life, The Word Made Flesh and 
The Passion of Our Lord, and the com- 
piler has sought “to select for each 
theme passages which illustrate the 
primary purpose of Lent: to afford a 
way of renewal.” 

Not the least gratifying feature of the 
book is the insight it provides into the 
mind and heart of its compiler, whom 
we see to be a person of deep spiritual 
discernment (and good _ organizing 
ability) who has read widely and well. 
Many Episcopalians will be grateful to 
our chief Bishop for giving us this fine 
Lenten book and to the book for what 
it reveals to us about him.—M. C.
